29  sophomore  players  returning  from  last  year's  squad,"  states  Dr.

DANIEL  ETHELBERT  ALBRITTON 

A  native  of  Farmerville,  La.,  Daniel  Ethelbert  Albritton  lettered  in  football,  baseball,  and 
boxing  in  his  high  school.  At  Co-Lin  he  played  football  and  baseball  in  1 939-41 .  He  was  All- 
State  in  football  on  the  1 940  squad.  Albritton  lettered  in  football  in  1 941  at  the  University  of 
Southern  Mississippi  and  at  Louisiana  Tech  in  1 942.  He  also  attended  Midshipmans  School 
at  Columbia  University  in  New  York  City  in  1 943  and  physical  therapy  school  at  Stanford 
University  in  California  in  1949.  He  played  semi-pro  baseball  in  Hattiesburg,  Farmerville, 
and  Gulfport  and  with  several  recreational  softball  teams.  During  World  War  II  he  was  a 
junior  officer  in  an  assault  boat  group  in  the  Navy  and  was  aboard  the  USS  Anne  Arundel. 
He  participated  in  the  Invasion  of  Normandy  on  D-Day  and  the  invasion  of  Southern  France 
in  ETO,  Okinawa  in  the  Pacific,  and  the  Liberation  of  the  Philippines.  Albritton  served  40 
years  in  the  USAF  Reserve,  retiring  as  a  Lieutenant  Colonel.  He  worked  in  corrective 
physical  rehabilitation  at  the  VA  Hospital  in  Gulfport  from  1947-48  and  in  Shreveport,  La. 
for  37  years,  1951  through  1988  when  he  retired.  He  was  chief  physical  therapist  at 
Schumpert  Memorial  Medical  Centerf  rom  1 961  through  1 981 .  He  was  married  to  the  former 
Julia  Brown  of  Perkinston,  now  deceased,  and  now  to  the  former  Gwindell  Harvey  of 
Tylertown.  He  is  the  father  of  three  daughters  by  his  first  marriage  and  grandfather  of  eight, 
five  boys  and  three  girls.

JIM  CARMODY 

Jim  Carmody  is  a  veteran  of  over  31  years  of  coaching,  including  19  in  Mississippi  schools. 

Growing  up  in  New  Orleans,  Carmody  was  a  standout  center  and  linebacker  at  Holy  Cross.  He  entered  Co-Lin  and  lettered 
in  football  in  1 953  and  in  1 954  and  one  year  in  baseball.  At  Co-Lin  he  was  co-captain  of  the  Wolves  football  team.  He  earned 
a  pair  of  letters  and  two  degrees  from  Tulane  University,  an  undergraduate  degree  in  history  and  a  masters  degree  in  education. 
As  an  undergraduate  he  compiled  the  highest  academic  average  on  the  squad. 

Carmody  began  his  coaching  career  as  an  offensive  and  defensive  line  coach  at  Tulane  from  1961-62.  He  then  went  to 
Kentucky  in  1963  and  served  as  a  freshman  coach  before  returning  to  Mississippi  to  begin  a  three-year  assignment  as 
defensive  line  coach  at  Mississippi  State.  He  then  moved  to  North  Carolina  and  coached  from  1967-1973.  The  NC  State 
Tarheels  not  only  won  an  A.C.C.  Championship  during  that  time,  but  went  to  several  bowl 
games  including  the  Gator  Bowl,  Sun  Bowl,  and  the  Peach  Bowl. 

The  next  four  years  were  spent  at  Ole  Miss,  two  years  as  defensive  line  coach  and  two 
years  as  defensive  coordinator  where  his  teams  ranked  high  nationally  as  well  as  within  the 
S.E.C.  His  defensive  squad  was  instrumental  in  the  Rebels  upset  of  eventual  national 
champion,  Notre  Dame,  the  only  loss  of  the  year  for  the  Irish. 

Carmody  then  served  two  years  as  assistant  head  coach  and  defensive  line  coach  at  the 
University  of  Southern  Mississippi  before  moving  into  the  pro  ranks  in  1981.  During  his 
single  season  with  the  Buffalo  Bills,  the  defense  recorded  47  "Quarterback  Sacks,"  breaking 
the  old  team  mark  of  33  set  in  1 980.  The  Bills  made  the  playoffs,  coming  within  a  game  of 
the  Super  Bowl  and  had  a  nationally  ranked  defensive  squad  in  rushing,  passing  defense 
and  ranked  5th  in  total  "D"  (overall  NFL). 

In  1982,  Carmody  became  USM's  14th  head  football  coach,  beginning  with  one  of  the 
most  difficult  schedules  in  Golden  Eagle  history.  Even  though  the  season  began  with  only 
one  victory  in  four  games,  Carmody  rallied  his  troops  and  guided  them  to  six  consecutive 
victories  and  a  7-4  finish.  One  victory  was  one  of  the  biggest  in  USM  history  when  the  Eagles 
became  the  first  team  since  1 963  to  beat  the  Alabama  Crimson  Tide  at  its  home  stadium 
in  Tuscaloosa,  snapping  their  57-game  winning  streak.  They  chalked  up  the  highest  number  m 
of  points  (39)  ever  scored  against  the  late  and  great  Paul  "Bear"  Bryant  in  Bryant-Denny  ■ 
Stadium.  In  six  seasons  at  USM,  Carmody's  teams  posted  a  37-29  record,  five  winning 
seasons,  and  a  6-3  record  against  in-state  rivals.  He  also  had  the  pleasure  to  coach  two  of 
his  four  sons,  Steve,  a  center  and  four  year  letterman,  and  Keith,  an  offensive  and  defensive  lineman. 

He  returned  to  Mississippi  State  in  December,  1 988,  serving  three  years  as  defensive  coordinator  and  defensive  line  coach, 
before  going  to  Mississippi  College  for  a  season. 

Coach  Carmody  is  currently  assistant  head  coach  and  defensive  line  coach  for  the  Ole  Miss  Rebels,  coming  off  an 
impressive  1992  campaign  with  a  9-3  season,  ending  with  a  Liberty  Bowl  victory. 

Some  of  his  former  players  who  have  gone  on  to  become  N  FL  greats  are  Ben  Williams,  Bret  Farve,  Sammie  Winder,  Richard 
Byrd  and  Hanford  Dixon,  just  to  name  a  few. 

He  is  married  to  the  former  Earlyn  "Noonie"  Regouffre,  also  of  New  Orleans.  They  are  the  parents  of  four  sons  —  Steve, 
Brian,  Keith  and  Chris.

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EARL  KERMIT  HUTSON 

The  late  Earl  Kermit  Hutson  played  football  for  Copiah-Lincoln  in  1928-29  and  1929- 
30.  He  continued  his  football  career  at  the  University  of  Mississippi  where  he  was  named 
All  American  two  years  in  1 933  and  in  1 934.  Hutson  coached  and  taught  at  Inverness  High 
School  from  1 935-1 938  and  then  to  Amory  High  School  for  three  years.  He  was  personnel 
manager  of  Amory  Garment  Co.  for  seven  years  and  came  back  to  Inverness  and  man- 
aged Farmer's  Supply  Company.  He  died  in  1968.  He  and  his  wife,  Jessie,  had  no  chil- 
dren. A  brother,  Marvin  Lee  Hutson,  played  football  at  Co-Lin  and  was  honored  posthu- 
mously in  Co-Lin's  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame  in  1989.  A  sister  is  Mrs.  Jim  (Mildred)  Dickey  of 
Monticello  and  another  brother  is  deceased.  At  Co-Lin  Hutson  played  for  two  undefeated 
state  championship  teams,  with  the  1929  team  scoring  270  points  to  the  opponent's  13 
points  for  the  year  and  the  1930  team  scoring  288  points  to  the  opponent's  34  points.

Tim  Millis,  who  played  football  at  Co-Lin  in  1 963  and  1 964,  was  an  All  State  selection

tarl  Hutson  was  co-captain  his  senior  year  and  he  was  also  All  Conference  and  lettered  in  basketball 

and  baseball.  He  continued  his  education  after  Co-Lin  at  Millsaps  College  where  he  played  football  in  1965-1966,  was  co- 
captain  in  1 965,  won  the  Jackson  Quarterback  Club  Award  and  was  named  most  valuable  player,  both  in  1 965.  In  1 985  he  was 
inducted  into  the  Millsaps  College  Sports  Hall  of  Fame. 

Millis,  who  resides  in  Wylie,  Texas,  has  been  an  NFL  (National  Football  League)  official  since  1989,  with  post  season 

assignments  including  a  division  playoff,  Pro  Bowl  game,  and  the  1 992  American  Bowl  in 
London.  His  other  officiating  experience  includes  officiating  in  the  World  Football  League 
in  1 992,  including  a  post  season  playoff  game.  He  officiated  high  school  basketball  and 
football  games  from  1971  to  1983  and  was  a  college  basketball  and  football  official, 
including  the  Southwest  Conference  from  1 984  to  1 988,  including  the  AU  American  Bowl, 
Sugar  Bowl,  Fiesta  Bowl  and  the  Coca-Cola  Bowl  in  Tokyo. 

Millis  was  employed  for  six  months  at  a  CPA  firm  out  of  college;  1 7  years  in  the  IRS 
Criminal  Investigation  Division  where  the  last  two  positions  were  Executive  Assistant, 
Southwest  Region  and  Chief,  CID,  Dallas  District.  Task  Force  assignments  included  the 
President's  Narcotics  Task  Force,  Southwest  Region  Tax  Shelter  Program,  National 
Political  Corruption  Group  and  the  1971  Sky  Marshal  Emergency  Program  to  prevent 
international  hijacking  of  aircraft;  and  since  1983  he  has  been  self-employed  as  a 
Financial  Investigative  Consultant,  providing  financial  investigative  analysis  and  assis- 
tance to  attorneys  in  civil  and  criminal  litigation. 

In  addition  to  getting  degrees  at  Co-Lin  and  Millsaps,  Millis  did  undergraduate  work 
toward  an  MBA  in  1973  at  the  University  of  Southern  Mississippi.  He  completed  the  IRS 
Income  Tax  Law  and  Special  Agent  Training,  IRS  Management  Training  and  IRS 
Executive  Training  Program. 

Millis  has  instructed  IRS  Management  courses,  served  as  a  guest  lecturer  at  the 
SMU  School  of  Law  and  the  Texas  CPA  Society  and  local  CPA  chapters,  enrolled  to 
practice  before  the  Internal  Revenue  Service,  member  of  the  National  Society  of  Public 
Accountants,  is  past  president  of  the  Wylie  High  School  Athletic  Boosters,  and  has  been  active  in  other  charities  and  fund  raising 
activities.

Millis  has  been  involved  in  providing 
a  crew  of  NFL  officials  to  officiate  the  game  each  year  and  assist  in  fund  raising  activities. 
He  and  his  wife  Dianne,  are  parents  of  four  children,  Taz,  25;  Tim,  Jr.,  24;  Tony,  21 ; 
and  Tara,  20.  They  have  two  grandchildren,  Collin,  7,  and  Corbin,  3.  Millis  is  the  son  of  Mrs. 
Vera  Millis  of  Mendenhall  and  the  late  George  B.  Millis.  He  is  a  brother  of  Becky  M.  Sanders 
of  Mendenhall.

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Tennis  team  finishes  in  nation's  Top  25 


Co-Lin's  tennis  team  finished  in  the  Top  25"  in  the  NJCAA 
national  tournament  in  Corpus  Christi,  Texas,  in  May. 

This  marked  the  seventh  time  in  the  last  eight  years  for  Coach 
Mike  Mclntyre's  Wolves  to  advance  to  the  nationals.  Thirty-six  teams 
competed. 

Jason  Howard,  a  freshman  from  Morgan  City,  La.,  Co-Lin's  No. 

1  singles,  made  it  to  the  third  round  of  play  before  falling  6-2, 6-3  to  the 
nation's  No.  4  player  from  Spain.  For  this,  Howard  earned  two  team 
points  to  help  put  Co-Lin  in  the  Top  25." 

Howard  was  the  only  winner  from  Co-Lin  in  the  opening  round, 
taking  two  matches  in  No.  1  singles  before  falling  to  Mar  Tarzi  of  Grand 
Rapids,  Mich.,  6-3, 6-2.  Howard  beat  David  Dube  of  Becker,  Mass.,  6- 
2,  6-2  in  the  first  match  and  defeated  Jason  Little  of  Catawba  Valley, 
N.  C,  7-5,  6-2,  in  the  second  round  match. 

Copiah-Lincoln's  varsity  tennis  team  earned  its  seventh  trip  to  the 
NJCAA  championships  during  M  ACJC  state/N  JCAA  Region  23  tourna- 
ment in  Biloxi.  The  Wolves  finished  as  state/regional  team  runners-up 
behind  champion  Hinds  in  afield  of  eleven  schools.  Leading  the  charge 
for  a  team  invitation  to  the  nationals  were  #3  singles  champ  Dave 
Robison ,  a  Loyd  Star  sophomore,  and  #6  singles  champ  Andrew  Haile, 
a  Natchez  freshman.  Other  state/regional  tournament  finalists  were 
Jason  Howard  in  #1  singles  and  #1  doubles  (with  Robison);  Mendenhall 
sophomore  Chris  Layton  in  #4  singles;  and  the  #3  doubles  duo  of 
Robbie  Penn,  Monticello  sophomore,  and  Clark  Walker,  Magee  fresh- 
man. 

Going  into  the  tournament,  the  Pack  had  compiled  a  regular 
season  record  of  1 9-2  with  both  losses  coming  to  archrival  Hinds.  The 
Wolves  had  also  captured  the  CL  Invitational  tournament  championship 
earlier  in  the  season.  The  successful  regular  season  campaign  pushed 
veteran  coach  Mike  Mclntyre's  career  record  to  229-23  over  fifteen 
seasons,  including  five  state  championships  and  four  regional  team 
titles,  in  addition  to  a  half-dozen  runner-up  finishes. 
Tournament  Summary 

#1  Singles:  Howard  entered  the  tournament  as  the  second- 
seeded  player  in  #1  singles.  Following  an  opening  round  bye,  Howard 
whipped  David  Dobbs  of  Holmes  6-3,  6-1  on  his  way  to  the  semi's. 
Southwest's  Donnie  McCallum  fell  to  Howard  6-4, 6-0,  setting  up  a  third 
encounter  with  league  heavy-weight  and  #1  seed  Gregg  Tripp  of  Hinds, 
who  struggled  with  Howard  before  winning  their  third  battle  of  the  year 
6-4, 6-1 .  Co-Lin's  top  gun  took  a  very  respectable  1 8-3  singles  worksheet 
to  the  national  tournament. 

#2  Singles:  Panzica  was  third-seeded  among  the  #2's,  drawing 
a  bye  in  the  first  round.  Easily  the  tallest  player  in  the  tournament,  the 
Wolf  pack  varsity  basketball  post-man  was  cut  down  by  Alan  Taylor  of 
Northeast  7-6  (7-4),  6-2  in  the  quarter-final,  leaving  Panzica's  season 
record  at  1 2-5. 

#3  Singles:  Robison  lived  up  to  his  top-seeded  billing.  After  afirst- 
round  bye,  "Super  Dave"  cruised  past  Corey  Smith  of  Northwest  6-3, 6- 

2  in  the  quarters.  He  eliminated  Gulf  Coast's  Jeff  Bosarge  6-3, 6-4  in  the 
semi-final,  setting  the  stage  for  one  of  the  most  exciting  matches  of  the 
tournament.  After  dropping  the  first  set  of  the  final  to  Hinds'  Brad  Barnett 
6-1  and  evening  the  match  by  taking  the  second  set  6-4,  the  champion- 
ship battle  moved  into  the  third  set.  Down  5-4  in  the  third,  Robison  faced 
three  championship  points.  But,  Robison  managed  to  break  Barnett's 
serve.  The  match  came  down  to  a  tie-breaker  at  6-6  with  the  title 
seeming  to  "gust"  back  and  forth  with  the  strong  coastal  winds.  Robison 
dug  deep  to  take  the  title,  closing  out  the  tie-breaker  8-6  and  the  third 
set  at  7-6.  Robison  headed  for  Texas  with  a  team-best  22-1  singles 
record  for  '93  and  a  CL  career  34-4  worksheet.  His  only  loss  in  '93  was 
at  the  #1  position. 

#4  Singles:  Second-seeded  at  #4  singles,  Layton  aiso  drew  an 
opening  bye,  then  stroked  his  way  past  Jones'  Todd  Sorey  6-2, 6-3  in 
the  quarters.  He  defeated  a  very  physical  Scott  McLeod  (third  seeded) 
of  Meridian  CC  6-4,  6-2  to  fight  his  way  into  the  championship  round. 
Hinds'  Jay  Criddle  proved  to  be  too  much  in  the  final  as  Layton  fought 
hard  but  dropped  the  title  match  6-0,  6-2.  Layton  has  amassed  a  20-4 
singles  record  with  three  of  the  losses  coming  to  Hinds. 

#5  Singles:  One  of  the  Wolves'  toughest  breaks  came  at  #5 


singles.  CL's  second-seeded  Walker  drew  Jones'  Woodie  Whited 
(played  #2  for  Jones  in  '92  on  one  of  the  best  teams  they've  ever  had) 
and  dodged  a  bullet  by  whipping  him  in  a  hard-fought  three-setter  5-7, 
6-3,  6-2.  Walker  had  the  misfortune  of  drawing  South  American  Alex 
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Herrera  of  Hinds  in  the  semi's.  Although  Herrera  was  undefeated,  a 
seeding  technicality  placed  him  as  the  third-seed,  and  the  luck  of  the 
draw  pitted  him  against  one  of  the  Wolves'  hardest  working  players  in 
the  semi,  rather  than  the  final.  Herrera  dashed  Walker's  dream  of 
reaching  the  championship  round  by  a  score  of  6-2, 6-0.  Herrera  was  a 
'92  finalist  at  #3  singles.  Walker's  record  is  1 8-4  including  two  regular 
season  victories  over  Hinds  players. 

#6  Singles:  Natchez  Cathedral's  Haile  was  second-seeded  in  his 
bracket,  blazing  past  Gulf  Coast's  George  Grogan  6-1,  6-0  in  the 
quarters.  Haile  demonstrated  some  mental  toughness  in  the  next  two 
rounds.  He  overcame  a  second-set  lapse  to  sprint  past  Northeast's  Jeff 
Bynum  in  the  third  6-2, 4-6, 6-0.  Repeating  the  same  pattern  in  the  final 
against  a  determined  Bart  Daughdrill,  the  top-seed  from  Hinds,  Haile 
"bowed  up"  once  again  in  the  third  to  take  home  the  state  and  regional 
championship  plaques,  winning  6-4, 5-7, 6-2.  Haile  was  1 6-4  in  singles. 

#1  Doubles:  Howard/Robison  were  second-seeded  and  dis- 
patched with  Jones' #1  team  of  Byrd/Lofton  6-3, 6-1  in  the  quarters.  The 
Pack  duo  squeezed  past  Southwest's  Fleming/McCallum  6-4, 2-6, 6-4 
in  a  thriller  to  earn  a  title  shot  with  the  Hinds  heavyweights  Tripp  and 
South  American  Reuben  Rodriguez.  After  dropping  the  first  set  6-1 , 
Howard  and  Robison  attracted  the  crowd's  attention,  pushing  the 
Eagles  to  second-set  tie-breaker  before  losing  7-6.  Howard/Robison's 
doubles  record  stood  at  21  -3  with  all  three  losses  coming  to  the  Hinds 
#1  team.  Robison's  CL  career  doubles  tally  stood  at  33-6. 

#2  Doubles:  Haile/Panzica,  the  second-seed  at  #2,  smashed  the 
Northwest  team  of  Landrum/Smith  6-0, 6-1  in  the  quarters.  They  ran  into 
a  tree-top  tall  Gulf  Coast  team  of  Bosarge/Cooper  in  the  semi's  losing 
it  6-4, 3-6, 6-2.  Haile/Panzica's  record  for  the  season  was  1 9-3  with  two 
of  the  losses  being  to  Hinds'  state  champs.  Panzica's  two-year  doubles 
total  is  31  -6. 

#3  Doubles:  Penn/Walker  began  the  tournament  as  the  top-seed 
at  #3,  because  one  of  Hinds'  #3  players  had  a  broken  hand  early  in  the 
season  and  had  played  in  a  limited  number  of  matches.  After  drawing 
a  rare  "double-bye"  through  the  first  two  rounds,  Penn/Walker  beat 
down  a  determined  Quinn/Willis  duo  from  Itawamba  in  three  sets,  6-3, 
4-6,  6-2.  Hinds'  Herrera  and  Mitch  Mitchell  proved  too  much  for  the 
Wolves,  taking  the  championship  6-2, 6-0.  Penn/Walker  were  1 5-3  for 
the  season.  Penn  was  25-9  over  two  years. 
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Golf  course  expansion  becoming  reality 


The  dream  of  an  18-hoIe  golf  course  at  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Community  College  is  one  step  closer  to  becoming 
a  reality.  With  the  college  Board  of  Trustees  committed  to 
the  project,  advances  are  now  being  made  toward  the 
financing  which  will  drive  the  completion  of  the  course. 

A  recent  meeting  held  on  the  campus  included  board 
members,  representatives  from  the  Department  of  Eco- 
nomic and  Community  Development,  area  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  Industrial  Development  Foundation  lead- 
ers, golfing  professionals,  legal  counsel  legislators,  and 
local  government  officials.  The  purpose  of  the  meeting  was 
to  generate  ideas  from  these  experts  on  the  financing  of  the 
full  project  and  its  subsequent  debt  retirement. 

The  scope  of  the  project  is  fairly  large  in  that  it  includes 
the  9-hole  expansion,  a  new  club  house  with  meeting 
facilities,  and  a  development  site  with  approximately  80 
possible  house  lots.  The  golf  course  and  club  house, 
designed  by  golf  course  architect  Kevin  Tucker  of  Nash- 
ville, is  tentatively  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  mid-1 995. 

One  of  the  major  decisions  at  this  time  is  that  of  the 
development  of  the  property  for  potential  house  lots.  The 
course  of  action  for  the  sale  of  the  lots  by  the  college  will  be 
reached  in  the  near  future  and  will  follow  the  advice  of  legal 
counsel  as  well  as  the  State  Attorney  General's  Office.  It  is 
the  hope  of  everyone  involved  that  these  lots  can  be  sold 
to  the  public  as  a  form  of  debt  retirement  for  the  course 
financing. 


The  City  of  Wesson  and  its  officials  have  pledged  full 
support  to  the  project.  They  have  agreed  to  seek  grant 
money  to  assist  in  the  process  of  supplying  streets,  water, 
and  sewer  service  to  the  development  which  is  located 
inside  the  city  limits. 

Economic  impact  of  the  expanded  Copiah-Lincoln 
Community  College  Golf  Course  is  far-reaching.  Tempo- 
rary jobs  will  be  formed  in  the  construction  phase  and 
permanent  jobs  will  be  formed  as  well.  Sales  tax  revenues 
to  the  City  of  Wesson  are  expected  to  be  at  least  $25,000 
annually  in  the  early  stages  and  more  as  the  course  traffic 
grows.  Real  estate  taxes  from  the  house  lots  will  have  a  real 
impact  on  the  bottom  line  of  the  area. 

When  complete,  this  18-hole  course  will  be  the  only 
public  golf  facility  of  its  kind  between  Jackson  and  New 
Orleans.  This  fact  alone  adds  tremendous  value  to  the 
entire  surrounding  area. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  golf  course  at  Co-Lin 
is  and  will  continue  to  be  fully  self-supporting.  No  state  or 
federal  money  whatsoever  goes  to  the  operation  or  upkeep 
of  the  course.  Course  manager  Alton  Greenlee  does  a  fine 
job  of  running  a  top-notch  facility  with  revenues  generated 
by  its  use. 

Very  few  projects  these  days  make  everyone  win- 
ners. The  Co-Lin  Golf  Course  is  one  such  project.  As  the 
dream  becomes  a  reality,  the  area  receives  a  tremendous 
asset.
